INVESTIGATION: THE ABOVE OFFICERS RECEIVED A RADIO CALL FROM 
THE REPORTING PARTY LANCE JUE (STORE MANAGER FOR WALGREEN’S) 
OF A PETTY THEFT SUSPECT AT THE LOCATION. JUE DESCRIBED THE 
SUSPECT AS A MALE BLACK, WEARING A GRAY HOODIE, GRAY SWEAT 
PANTS AND A PURPLE BACKPACK. 


ONCE AT THE BUSINESS, WE OBSERVED A MALE BLACK EXITING THE 
REAR DOOR OF THE BUSINESS MATCHING THE DESCRIPTION. WALKING 
BEHIND THE MALE BLACK WE SAW THE REPORTING PARTY POINTING 
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TOWARD THE MALE BLACK. 


WE STOPPED THE MALE BLACK (LATER IDENTIFIED AS SUSPECT 
MONTGOMERY) AND ASKED HIM IF HE KNEW WHY HE WAS BEING 
STOPPED? HE NODDED HIS HEAD UP AND DOWN AND SAID, “LOOK, I 
HAVE MONEY TO PAY FOR IT.” WE ASKED HIM WHERE WAS THE ITEM HE 
STOLE. HE SAID “IN MY FRONT POCKET.” 

OFFICER STERLING REACHED INTO THE SUSPECT RIGHT FRONT POCKET

WE ASKED THE REPORTING PARTY JUE IF HE WAS DESIROUS OF

AFTER BEING ADVISED OF THE SUSPECT ACTIONS, I CALLED THE BID 
AND WATCHED AS THE SUSPECT EXITED THE STORE BY THE REAR DOOR 
WITHOUT PAYING FOR THE LOCK. 


LAPD OFFICERS CHUNG AND GOODMAN (UNIT 6A77) RESPONDED AND
